than a gold dollar. In 1874 the 
ratio was 16.17 and )car by year 
since then the price of silver bullion 
has been (ailing until now the com- 
mercial ratio is 31 to 1.

The world 
should likewise be assured that the 
standard dollar ol America is as 
inflexibly a quantity as the French 
Napoleon, the British sovereign, or 
the German twenty mark piece. 

WHAT rRKi ' IM I II VIKAMS. 

The free coinage ol silver at the 
ratio of sixteen to one is a policy 
which no nation has ever before 
pioposcd, and it is not to day per 
milted in any mint in the world, 
not even in Mexico. It is pur- 
posed to make the coinage unlim- 
ited, at an absolutely fictictious 
ratio, fixed with no reference to in- 
trinsic value or pledge of ultimate 
redemption. With silver at its 
prerent price of less than seventy 
cents per ounce in the market such 
a policy means an immediate profit 
to 1I1. seller of silver for which 
there is no return pow or hereafter 
to the people of live Government.
